Sergius Troubetskoy w-as stricken with 
apoplexy T h u rsd a y w'hile attending a 
conference of M. Glasoff, m inister of 
Cdii at iou. 
He died in two hours. 
Prince 
Troubetskoy was 
regarded 
as the foremost Liberal in Russia. For 
a long time 
he was president 
of the 
zemstvo congress of the governm ent 
of Moscow, and headed the delegation 
which in Ju n e last 
presented the pe­ 
tition of the A+l-ROssian 
congress of 
zemstvos and 
municipalities 
to E m ­ 
peror Nicholas. 
On Sept. 
15 last he 
was elec ted rector of the University of 
Moscow by a large majority, being th e 
first elected head of a Russian un iv er­ 
sity since Use, when the governm ent 
assumed the right of nomination. T h e 
election of 
the prince removed 
him 
from the list of candidates for the n a ­ 
tional assembly, In which it was hoped 
he would be one of the prominent lead ­ 
ers and pi rh; i p< its president.

The hearing in the Jenkins matter 
before C. F. Staples, of the state rail­ 
road and warehouse commission, was 
concluded last evening and those inter 
ested returned on an M. A I. special. 
Mr. Staples did not give a decision in 
the matter but will probably submit 
tho same to tho entiro membership of 
the commission. 
There are some points 
which were raised yesterday which are 
of interest from the law standpoint. 
Tho prayer of the petitions that the 
business at this certain point justifies 
them in asking for tho appointment of 
an agent and the erection of a depot is 
not the only point dwelt upon by Attor­ 
ney A. T. Larson who appeared for the 
petitioners. 
The question as to tho 
business under the law is not the only 
material one. 
One station at a given 
point may not be doing the business 
that another station is doing, but that 
is no reason why the first named should 
not have a station. 
Then, too, business 
in the past may not always bo taken as 
a criterion. 
Conditions in tho terri 
tory adjoining this certain station may 
have improved which of course is tho 
natural supposition in a country that is 
being newly populated. 
On the other hand the railroad com­ 
pany has its rights in tile matter and 
the material thing with them is the 
business done. 
In speaking of the m at­ 
ter last evening General Manager Gera- 
mel said: 
“ It hardly seems the proper 
thing to ask for new improvements on 
the Minnesota it International 
line 
when there is a decided falling off in 
business." 
It would seem as though it 
might be taken from this that there has 
not been the business on the M. A’ I. 
lino generally that there has been the 
past, not only at Jenkins but other 
points as well. 
Among the petitioners are a large 
number of well known merchants and 
farmers living in the vicinity of J e n ­ 
kins, and they think they are justified 
in asking for that which is contained in 
the petition. 
The decision of the commission will be 
watched with interest as it is believed 
that other localities along the line will 
be affected to some extent by the same.

Slight 
Investigation Into 
the 
Records 


Bearing on the 
Car Shortage Ques­ 


tion by an Authority 
W. E. Young, of the state railroad 
commission made a little investigation 
of the records 
bearing on the car 
shortage situation. 
He took the last 
.statements as to equipments, made at 
the end of Ifiof, and compared them 
with those of 1894, says the Minneapo­ 
lis Journal. 
The comparison showed that while all 
the roads have been adding heavily to 
their rolling stock, the northern lines 
have been adding engines and freight 
cars much faster than the roads that 
traverse 
southern Minnesota. 
The 
comparison was made taking the four 
lines with the largest mileage in the 
state, tho Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern in the northern part 
and the Milwaukee and North-Western 
in southern Minnesota. 
It shows that 
in the ten years the two northern lines 
added 50 per cent to tho number of 
their locomotives, and doubled the num­ 
ber of their freight cars.
